Behan, Hughes and Anderson 
Starred in Firat Game of 
the Season. 



In a speedy - exhibition of hoçkèy, 
replete with fust rushes and effective 
combination play/ AJctllll defeated 
the Loyola team to the tune of five 
to two, at the Arena on Saturday. For 
the first game of the seuson, and in 
addition an exhibition, the contest 
was an unusually wel-contested and 
interesting one. Both teams had their 
fpll st #3nsth on the' ice, and a good 
opportunity was given the spectators 
of comparing the .McGill line-up with 
last year s champions. Loyola seems 
to have succeeded' In replacing 
those of their stars who have left 
with equally good men, and preaent- 
3d a formidable combination, so that 
McGIU'g decisive victory is encourag- 
ing, to say 'the least. 

The play started with Loyola rush- 
ing things, and SIcOill wùs -forced 
back, on the defensive. Mowatt put 
In some good work for Loyola at this 
point. After a close bombardment of 
Dooner, the Red and White forwards 
broke away, but could not put one 
past Scott. Almost 'immediately af- 
terwards a ruhcr weak bit of play

1 ..The. play, continued 
fast and even, with Loyola' doing 
most of the rushing, but finding the 
Met! ill defence, hard to penctrnte. An- 
c.crson, Rooncy and Behan brought 
off some nice combination plays, and 
one of these netted a goal shortly be- 
fore half-time, Behan doing the trick 
with a speedy shot past Scott, making 
the score 1—1. ' Loyola again attack- 
ed strongly, but "Bill" Hughes and 
Cully broke up their rushes consist- 
ently, whllu Dooner, in goal, found 
no difficulty in handling the shots 
that sol past them. Half-timq fo»nd 
the. teams still tied. Loyola had 
forced the pace during the first per- 
iod, while McGill wisely did not ex- 
tend themselves, and were In much 
better condition for the final period. 

From the start the play was fav- 
ourable to McGill, and only the bril- 
liant work of Scott in goul for- their 
opponents prevented the University 
men from scoring. Loyola, put up n 
good argument, but did not show 
much combination in attack. Lonor- 
san'* playing on the defence was of 
good quality, and Slater made some 
speedy individual rushes, but the 
cltvcr and well-combined elforts of 
the MeGlll forwards, and Gallery fin- 
ally caught Scott oft lils guard with 
a long shot, and tallied the second 
;oal. McGill substitutes were freely 
;scd at this period to relievo the 
eguhirs, and proved themselves cap- 
tble of keeping up the fast pace. It 
ooked as If there would not be any 
,-nore scoring, for both defences were 
blocking well, and the McGill team 
Jld not press the attack. A sudden 
rush by the Loyola forwards, how- 
ever, changed the aspect of affaira'. 
Dooner was given lots of work to do, 
and Loyola kept the play round, the 
nets, until an opportunity was given, 
when Dooner was unable to get the 
puck clear In time, and one of the 
forwards slammed the dise Into the 
nets for Loyola's second goal, even- 
ing the score. This seemed to arouse 
the McGill players to their fullest 
activity, and they fairly swept their 
adversaries off their feet for the re- 
mainder' of the game.

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A CHAPTER IN SPIRITUALISM. 



"Golden Falernlau is too rare to 
be quaffed frum a wooden goblet." 
This expresses exactly the feeling I 
hold in regard to some of tho poems 
which have been spelled out on tho 
Oulja .board, although this was odd- 
ly a pli rase from one of them. "With- 
out a theory as to their origin and 
psychological significance, I know 
that this is the record of actual ex- 
periences. Beauty Is in them, and os 
I do not care that for personal rea- 
sons only a fraction of them — and 
not the most "convincing fraction" — 
can be given In print. 

The mechanics of the Ouija board 
can be found In any encyclopedia. In 
exactly this way the two fellows con- 
cerned in this chronicle "communi- 
cated through the Oulja" board with 
"souls' 1 at random- for some time. Lat- 
er they asked for • characters, wlio 
were, of special Interest to them, and 
conversed with Beethoven (who gave 
the motif for his "Unfinished Sym- 
phony,"), John Keats, Oscar "Wilde, 
and Henr'ik Ibsen. At a risk pt add- 
ing to the choppy nature of -this 
chronicle, I give a remark which Os- 
car Wlldo made, when asked to re- 
poat an answer: "Gems are not cut 
twice." Practically everything else 
recounted here is taken from their 
conversations with Keats, or as he at 
first called himself. "Prlapus," (who 
was, If you happen to know, the god 
of inorease.) Remember, these were 
spelled out a letter at a time, with- 
out spaces between words or punc- 
tuation of any kind. 
"Once in a forest cool and green and 1 
tall,

Dr. KKclvje yesterday spoke at 
Strathcona Hull to a small but ap- 
preciative audience on "TUe Challenge 
of the Hour." 

Tho speaker prefaced his remarks 
by some touching incidents about his 
connection with Canadian soldier, 
and especially McGill men in the Y. 
31. C. A. work at .the front. Pro- 
ceeding with his address, Dr. Ritchie 
spoke of the young • Isaiah, a nohle 
youth, a courtier used to having his 
foot on the king's throne, and ihc 
company of other nobles and princes, 
and Jeremiah. The great, outstanding 
evont In his life was the death of King 
U'ssluh. . In that year, Isaiah had a 
vision of the splendour of God, wis 
i humbled to the dust before tho vision 
of God, but in that momont received 
his challenge, and in future fearless- 
ly proclaimed his prophetic message. 

And wc, too, are living In the sha- 
dow of great events, out of which 
also come challenges.. This challonfn 
Is to Duty and the Spiritual Life. Mon 
arc giving their all, thcr blood in 
answer to the challenge. The Spirit- 
ual life can only be found In Christ. I 
He said, "Follow Me." Others had] 
pointed to the way of life: .Mazda,' thi' 
shining one; Socrates, and others 
had written and put it in a book, hut 
Christianity was the embodiment of 
the principle in a life. Christ com- 
manded His followers because He le.id, 
not because He said do as I say, but 
as I do. i 

The speaker then pointed out the 
challenge of the day In tho social life. 
It is the Spiritual which Is tho social 
cement. God is the rock .foundation 
on which to build, but the Spiritual 
as embodied In the angels' message, 
"Peace on Earth to men of good will" 
lr the cement of society. Society is 
not built up on dollars or material- 
ism, a structure which will con:o 
tumbling about its ears, but on tlie 
Spiritual and God. Economists had 
said that Economy was the social ce- 
ment, and would preclude war, but 
nine months later the war broke out. 
Through society wc come again -O 
the unit which Is the individual whoac 
personal, faith and belief In Christ 
would be the ultimate salvation of so- 
ciety. 

In very telling phrases. Dr. Ritchlo 
gave utterance to his powerful ad- 
rrcss. At the close Mr. D. MacLeod 
expressed' appreciation of tho splen- 
did address to which they had list- 
ened.

The opinion is freely expressed in many circles that various mon 
are "Born Leaders," and it often seems as if this is really the only 
explanation for the talents possessed by sonic men in virtue of which 
they can control the actions of their fellows .without any apparent 
effort. In the army cases are always coming to light of officers who 
know the technical part, of their work, and yet are almost complete 
failures as officers. 

Parallel cases arc seen in men who pass their written examina- 
tions with a very narrow surplus, and yet when it comes to the real 
thing they arc in their prime. Thus the difficulty of recruiting good 
officers from a particular class of citizens. Apart and in addition to 
technical knowledge, a leader in the army or in a class room must 
have personality. Personality cannot be acquired by any amount 
of training; what the training does is merely to develop what was 
there before, but hidden. 

. The question whether men make movements or movements men, 
has been a popular controversy for ages, but the answer seems to be 
that neither of these statments can be adopted as a hard and fast 
rule. Movements sometimes make men, and men arc often brought 
into the limelight and their ability revealed in the midst of a na- 
tional or world-wide movement ; just as a great war, calling upon men 
from all ranks of life to take up arms, brings out the best officers. In 
Saturday's issue We printed a letter written by a Brigadier-General, 
complimenting a McGill Professor of English on his excellent work 
in an artillery battle on the Western front. Here, indeed,, is a good 
example of what we have been trying to express. Captain McMillan 
was well known as a man of great ability and immense energy, but 
no one for one moment thought he was also a talented soldier. The 
power that enables one to hold the attention of his audience, while 
another, equal or superior to him in knowledge, finds himself unable 
to stir up the least interest in his hearers, is very similar to the power 
through the possession of which one soldier controls a thousand 
others. Even in the primary schools, teachers arc common who can- 
not keep order in their classes even by resorting to continued physi- 
cal punishment. The same thing is evident in controlling manual la- 
bor. Employers can supply numerous instances of "gang-bosses" who 
can get maximum results from their men without, resorting to any 
means other than their own personality. There is a vast difference 
between leaders also, which may be compared to the difference be- 
tween the methods of a slave driver and those employed by a true 
leader, who docs' not drive his men to" obey, but rather induces their 
obedience by his powerful personality. Nearly everybody has ex- 
ceptional ability in some particular work, and it is his duty to do his 
best to find his calling and educate himself accordingly.

On the only occasion at which I was 
present, Keats, when asked what the 
Incentive was which drove artists to 
"carry on," replied: "The trumpet call 
of selfhood, which no one of us that 
are of the creators and the vanguard 
can or dare resist. We are the col- 
ors in' the clouds, the thrill in the 
sweeping strings, the glory' of lit hill 



tops. We are tho lifters. Without us 
man becomes as the beasts. We do 
because tho flame- drives us, and suf- 
fer because we somewhat must, bit 
wo are the point of life's wedjio, 
driving fprwurd into eternity." 
In tho same evening: 

"Grief hangs a garment on the stro:ig 

and young, 
Unfittingly, as songs too swiftly 

sung, 

liather tho mantle of an ancient king, 
Whose soul hits ceased forever more 
to sing." • 

The most fascinating chapter of 
Keats was his exposition of reincar- 
nation. Ho said that souls reappear- 
ed on earth at constant Intervals — 
"I cannot tell how the periods came 
to bo. They seem to vary at random." 
My cycle, lie said, was 813 years, and 
that of the other two, whose close 
friendship was a matter of more than 
one lifetime, was 284.' He carried 
their friendship back a cycle, when 
one was English and the other Dutch. 
Another cycle back one was Blondel, 
Richard's favorite harpist, and the 
other was an Italian monk named dl 
Salo. The two mot when Richard 
stopped at the monastery for the 
night, en route to Palestine. Their 
acquaintance lasted 

"A night and h*alf a dawn" 
And then tho cavalcade proceeded 
South, where they took ship for tho 
Holy Land. Tho monk followed, as 
Keats said, to renew the friendship, 
but died in Sicily In an attempt to 
save a child from fever, keats tric- 
ed their friendship back one more, 
cycle, td Greece. Mine seems to- havo; 
been an exceptionally long period, S 13 
years. I was "Peter Ovlus di TOr- 
tona, a priest banished from Rome 
for heresy, later a successful .trader 
cn the Ulyrlan coast." Keats said 



The British and German Battle Fleets 

A Comparative Study of the Dreadnought Era in England and Germany; The Rivalry and the 
Yearly Programmes; The Evolution of the Dreadnought; The Fleets as They Stood in 1914: 
Admiral Fisher and Admiral Von Tirpitz ; Some Interesting Facts. 



ENGLAND. 



Dreadnought Era. 



A new era in battleship design for 
all the navies of the world was open- 
ed with the advent of the "Dread- 
nought." The essential point of dif- 
ference lies In the fact that the main 
armament of the Dreadnought is con- 
fined to one calibre only. For prac- 
tical purposes such as fire control 
and so forth, the superiority to be 
obtained by a uniformity of big gun 
armament is tremendous. 

The Conception of the First 
"Dreadnought." 

Col. Cunlberti, Constructor to tho 
Italian Navy, conceived the idea of a 
ship carrying a considerable number 
of big guns, and embodying in herself 
the power of two or threo normal 
battleships. Col. Cunlberti publish- 
ed a very interesting article expound- 
ing his . theory in the "Fighting 
ships," 1903. Among other things he 
wrote that tho medium calibers 
should be abolished — armed only with 
1? pleoeB of 12-lnch — that the ship 
should be so effectually protected as 
to be able to disregard entirely all the 
subsidiary nrmament of un enemy. 
"Such a ship . . . secure in her 
exuberant protection, with her 12 
guns ready, she would swiftly de- 
scend on her adversary and pour In 
a terrible converging fire at the belt." 
The belt of the proposed ship was to 
be of 12 inches. 

Protective armour of 12 inches — 
13 guns of 12 Inches calibre. 

An abundant supply of ammuni- 
tion and a very high speed so as to 
catch the tall of the retreating foe. 

Tho idea was at first received with 
derision and scepticism, which lasted 
until, in tho Russian -Japanese War, 
it was announced that the Japanese 
had laid d'own two battleships, the 
"Aki" and "Satsumn," which were to 
be moro or less on the lines of the 
ship projected by Col. Cunlberti. Con- 
temporaneous with this the U. S. au- 
thorized the building of the> "South 
Carolina" and "Michigan," which car- 
ry eight 12-inch guns, so disposed as 
to be available on either broadside. 
Both these ideas were public proper- 
ty before tho British Dreadnought 
was laid down. She war, however, 
built witli such rapidity that she w.ts 
completed long before any other ves- 
sel of the type. 

The Dreadnought had five turrets, 
so disposed that eight 12-ln. guns 
available on either broadside, six 
guns available ahead, and four 
astern; 17,900 tons; 21 knots; total 
cost, £1,797,497. A novelty of the 
Dreadnought was the adoption of 
turbine machinery, she being the first 
warship, other than small cruisers, to 
be so equipped. We must not over- 
look the claims of Japan In the evo-» 
lution of the Dreadnought, neither '.he 
still stronger claims of U. S., be- 
cause in tlie "South Carolina" all big 
guns are in the centre line, and all 
bearing on either broadside. 

In the 1905-OU programme three 
more ships were provided for, "In- 
vincible," "Inflexible," "Indomitable," 
in which a certain amount of armour 
was sacrificed in order to obtain a 
greater speed, nenrlng more the Cunl- 
berti Ideal. Armament eight 12-lnch 
guns; tons, 17,250; speed, 23 knots 
and over; cost, £1,7G2,000. Theso 
were called armoured cruisers until 
1911, when tho name was changed to 
battle-cruisers. Curiously enough, 
every nation started building Dread- 
noughts only, for some time Germay 
alone proceeded to build "Invincibles" 
also. '. 

In 1906-07 

tho programme had been originally 
intended to include the building of 
four armoured ships — one Dreadnought 
and 3 Invincibles — but the Liberal 
Party; which had Just come Into 
power, modified this ta three Dread- 
noughts of an improved type. This 
notion led to a popular agitation 
which actually eventuated In tho pro>. 
vision of no loss than S armoured 
ships In the estimates of 3 ycurs lat- 
er: " 

1900-07 — "Belerophon," "Témér- 
aire," and "Superb." 

1907-08 — "St. Vincent," "Colllng- 
wood," and "Vanguard." 
" 1908-09 — The' "Neptune," 20,200 
tons, is a species of compromise be- 
tween the Dreadnought and the In- 
vincible, the amidships guns being 
en echelon, and so mounted that they 
give a very full arc, of five on either 
broadside — 21 knots speed. Tho "In- 
defatigable" an improved "Invincible" 
having exceeded 29 knots an hour; 
cost of construction £l,G47,42G. 

The "Australia" and "New Zea- 
land" are of the sume type. The 
programme for 1908-09, consisting as 
It did of only two armoured ships, 
and tho fact that the corresponding 
German programme was Increased -.by 



his own cycle was 568. 

No one must Imagine that half our 
communications were of' this sort. 
Rebuffs were frequent — for instance, 
"Tho way you torture French Is agony 
to me," and, "Your curiosity Is only 
exceeded by your .Impertinence;" and 
on several occasions fancied offense 
brought forth a quantity of "good 
round oaths." 

There -Is one quatrain among these 
unusually posthumous work of Keats 
that I like better than any of his 
published poems, a quatrain that em- 
bodies a philosophy and a religion: 

"The dead are kind and still and 

wise. /

one capital ship, bringing the total to 
four, brought the naval agitation to 
a head. Meetings demanding 8 Dread- 
noughts were held all over the coun- 



try, with the result that the British 
programme of 1909-10 rose to four ar- 
moured ships, with four other condi- 
tional ones. 

The Groat Fleet. 

Under this programme there were 
no less than 3 distinct types of ships. 
The first two, the "Colossus" and 
"Hercules," are practically sisters of 
the "Neptune," with 400 tons Increas- 
ed displacement. They have one tri- 
pod mast Instead of two. 

The other two types of this pro- 
gramme are the ships generally known 
as "Superdreadnoughts." The most 
obvious feature of the Superdread- 
nought is the Introduction of the 13.5 
Inch gun. This gun is not very ap- 
preciably heavier than the latest 
type of 12-lnch as mounted In tho 
"Colossus," and its adoption was not 
so much a matter of obtaining an in- 
creased range and penetration as of 
securing the tremendously increased 
smashing power of the heavier pro- 
jectile. The arrangement of the arm- 
ament In ali Stiperdreadnoughts fol- 
lowed the American centre-lino sys- 
tem "Orion," "Conqueror," "Thunder- 
er," "Monarch," 23,500 tons; 10 13.5 
inch guns; 21 knots and over. 

The Famoua Flagship of Admiral 
■tatty. 

Battle-cruisers: "Lion" and "Prin- 
cess Royal"; 25,000 tons; 8 13.5 Inch 
guns; 28 knots (31.7 knots maxi- 
mum; cost, £2,000,000. 

The 1910-11 programme provided 
for the "King George V.," "Centur- 
ion," AJax," "Audacious," 25,000 tons; 
10 13.5 Inch guns; 21% knots; cost. 
£1,900,000, and were Improved repli- 
cas of the "Orion." The "Queen 
Mary" was a sister ship to the "Lion" 
but much larger. 1 

The -1911-12 programme provided 
for four bigger battleships, and one 
battle-cruiser, "Tiger," "Iron Duke," 
(Flagship); "Marlborough," "Emper- 
or of India" and "Benbow," 27,000 tons, 
22 knots; 10 1S.5 guns, 12 6 inch guns; 
cost, £2,000,000. 

"Tiger," 28,000 tons; 8 13.5 Inch 
guns; 28 knots; cost, £2,200,000. This 
was the ' largest battle-cruiser of th j 
"Lion" type, before the war) broke 
out. 

GERMANY. 

Admiral yon Tir pit i. 

"Since t*?.o German Emperor as- 
ceiitîfed the ihrore in 1888 ho had en- 
deavoured to communicate to his sub- 
jects the essential truths as to the 
influence of sea-power. In spite of 
all the efforts of his Minister of Mar- 
ine, however, Admiral von Hollman, 
the Reichstag refused to vote increas- 
ed supplies to the Navy. At last, 
when he had been finally repulsed, 
first by tho 'Budget Committee, and 
then by the Reichstag itself, Admiral 
von Hollman retired, admitting de- 
feat. Tho Emperor found a succes- 
sor In a naval officer who, then un- 
known, was In a few years to change 
radically the opinion of Germans on 
the value of a fleet. In 1897 he bo- 
came Secretary of State of the Im- 
perial Navy, and in 1S98 he was marte 
Minister of State and Naval Secre- 
tary, as Admiral Alfred Tlrpltz, re- 
ceiving in 1901 the hereditary rank of 
nobility, entitling him to the use of 
honorific prefix "Von." 

With tho advent' of this sailor- 
statesman to the Marine Dept., the 
whole course of German naval policy 
changed, and In 1898 the First Ger- 
man Navy Act was passed, author- 
izing a navy on a standard which far 
exceeded anything hitherto attained. 
It provided, for 19 battleships, 8 ar- 
moured defence vessels, 6 large cruis- 
ers, 16 small cruisers. 

This dramatic departure In German 
naval policy aroused hardly a ripple 
In England. Then occurred tho South 
African War, tho seizure of the. "Bun- 
t'esrat," and other incidents (such as 
tho Franco-British Entente), which 
were utilized by the German Emper- 
or, the Marino Minister and the offi- 
cial Press Bureau,, with Its wide ex- 
tending agencies for Influencing -pub- 
lic opinion throughout the German 
Empire against the British Navy. 
The ground having been well prepar- 
ed the naval measure of 1898, .which 
was to save covered a period of C 
years, was superseded by another 
Navy Act, practically doubling the 
establishment of ships and men. 

The fact to be noted Is that the 
British peoples generally viewed the 
early indications of German Naval 
Policy without suspicion or distrust. 

Admiral Fisher. 

If we have to single out the naval 
man In England who stirred up the 
stagnant waters, revised tho admin- 
istration and gave a new impetus to 
the British Fleet — this man Is Lord 
Fisher. 

Overseas squadrons which had no 
strategic purpose were disestablish- 
ed; unimportant dockyards were re- 
duced to cadres; ships too weak to 
fight and too slow to run away were 
recalled; a whole fleet of old ships 
which ' were eating up money and 
adding nothing, to tho strength were 
scrapped; tho vessels In reserve were 
provided with nucleus crews. 

In the preamble to the German 
Navy Act of 1900 it had been stated 
"It is not absolutely necessary that 
the German Battle Fleet should ao 
as strong as that ' of the greatest 
Naval Power, for a Naval Power will 
not, as a rule, be in a position to con- 
centrate all its striking force against' 
us, But even if it should succeed in 



mooting us with considerable super- 
iority of strength, the defeat of a 
strong Gorman Fleet would so sub- 
stantially weaken the enemy that, in 
spite of the victory he might have ob- 
tained, his own position in the world 
would no longer be secured by an 
adéquat* f loot." 

Lord Fisher had evidently taken 
notice of this passage. 

The change of British Government 
i:i 1906 encouraged Germany to be- 
lieve that she could overtake the Brit- 
ish. Between 1906-08 Britain laid down 
8 largo ships of Dreadnought type, 
while Germany laid down nine. Ger- 
many by 1908 had accelerated her 
construction, and the British sea 
power was In great peril. There was 
no room for compromise. Mr. Mc- 
Kenna, the new Secretary, put for- 
ward In 1909 the stupendous pro- 
gramme providing for 8 Dreadnoughts, 
six protected cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
and a number of submarines. The 
Cabinet rejected the programme. The 
Admiralty resigned, but It won the 
day. The resignation was recalled, 
and tho Cabinet was convert- 
ed. 

Two of the 8 . ships were laid down 
at once, while the 6 were postponed 
in order that they might receive the 
new 13.5 Inch gun, with a projectile 
of about 1,400 lbs. 

German Programme of 1900 for Six 
Years. 

Programme of 1900: The Bill set 
up the following establishment: 
Tho Battle Fleet. 

2 fleet flagships. 

4 squadrons, each of S battleships. 
8 large cruisers for scouting. 
24 small cruisers for scouting.

(Life of a battleship, 25 years; Of 
a cruiser, 20 years.) / 

In 1900 an amendment, was passed 
Increasing tho Foreign Fleet by 5 ar- 
moured vessels and the Reserve by 
1 battleship. 

Note "the persistency of Germany 
towards the building of cruisers. By 
1911 tho two fleets wero almost of 
equal strength. 

The Dreadnought Era in Germany. 

The Dreadnought design and all 
that it meant throw the German Ad- 
miralty Into confusion. At tho mo- 
ment, they wore s {till engaged In the 
construction of the' j vessel of . t lie 
Deutschlarid class, in which second- 
ary Importance was given to tho sec- 
ondary gun, while the new British 
design ignored the second gun in or- 
der to mount no fewer than 10 big 
guns, and develop tho speed of 3 or 4 
knots above battleships then being 
built. So completely were tho Ger- 
man authorities unprepared for tho 
revolution initiated by the British 
Admiralty, that from the slimmer of 
1905 until July, 1907, the keel of not 
a single further battleship was' laid 
down. In July, 1907, and August, 
1907, four keels were laid of the "Nas- 
sau" class — and these Inaugurated 
tho Dreadnought policy for Germany. 
These had 12 guns of 11 Inches, and 
also a powerful secondary armament 
of one dozen 5.9 Inch guns, and 24 
pounders; speed, 20 knots; 18,000 
tons. 

The Act of 1908 ; 58 Battleships. 

The Act of 1908 provided for 3S 
battleships and 20 large cruisers. But 
owing to the changes Introduced by 
tho new type, a schedule was at- 
tached to the Act of 1908, setting forth 
that four large armoured cruisers 
should be laid down annually between 
1908-11, and that in 1911 onwards to 
1?17 two keels nnnually should be 
placée' In position. By means of this 
single clause measure which became 
law in April, 190S, the construction of 
ships of tho Dreadnought type was 
accelerated because by armoured 
cruisers the marine office of tho 
Fatherland meant swift Dreadnoughts. 
Tims from 38 battleships and 20 ar- 
moured cruisers sh' rose to an es- 
tablishment of 58 battleships. At the 
end of 1911, when it was imagined 
that the German programme would 
fall from four large ships annually lo 
two ships, a now Bill was introduced 
which added to the establishment 3 
battleships and 2 unarmoured cruis- 
ers. 
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Act of 1912.

Dreadnoughts and 50 cruisers, j 

The German Fleet, on the other 
hand . had 21 Dreadnoughts and 20 
pre-Dreadnoughts and cruisers.

BRIGADIER- GENERAL HAROLD 
MACDONALD. 

The many friends of Lt.-Col. Har- 
old MacDonald. Montreal, Chief st iff 
officer In London, wilt be glad to 
hear that he has been promoted to a 
Brigadier-General. He is only 32 
years of age, and the son of the late 
Archibald MacDonald, of Hudson 
Bay. He was educated at Upper Can- 
ada College, and McGlll . being a 
graduate of Science '07. He. went to 
London as a lieutenant in the Camer- 
ons, and was badly wounded at Ypres 
In 1915. Captain Scrimgeour earned 
one of the first Victoria Crosses 
awarded to the Canadians for at- 
tending to MacDonald.
